“There Is something rather curious to 
me about the distances that men may fall 
without getting hurt,” observed a New 
Orleans contractor, “but it is not always 
the case that a drunken man can fall far- 
ther than other men without getting 
bruised up or killed.

Of course, as a general 
thing, a man whose muscles are thor- 
oughly relaxed on account of the influ 
ence of liquor is less liable to injury than 
the sober man, who will make all kinds 
of efforts to catch himself and who will 
in this way endanger bis limbs by mak- 
ing them rigid and stiff.

In some way he lost his 
balance and went head over heels down 
the side of the building toward the side- 
walk, The sight made me sick, and I was 
actually afraid to look on the sidewalk 
below, because I felt certain that my 
friend had been mashed into pulp by the 
long fall. We got down to the ground as 
soon as possible, 1 was surprised when t

“He had not stopped on the sidewalk, 
but went crashing into the cellar, and you 
can imagine the surprise I felt when I 
met my friend with a smile on his face 
and making his way to the short, dummy 
steps that led up out of the cellar, I 
asked him If he was not burt, and he re- 
plied that the fall jolted him a little and 
that his blood chilled somewhat while he 
was going through the air, but he was 
not hurt.

one box which the regent especially ad-

Brummel of course 
assented and at the same time begged 
that the new box might have a miniature 
of the prince as its chief ornament, to 
which the latter, much pleased, consent- 
ed.
